"The  obverse  of  ihe  1999  TNA  medal  features  David  "Davy'"  Crockett 
frontiersman,  congressman,  colonel,  and  defender  of  the  Alamo  He  was 
known  for  Ins  skills  as  a  hunter,  scout,  and  soldier  In  1813  he  served  under 
Andrew  Jackson  in  the  Indian  wars  against  the  Creek  Indians  Crockett  had  a 
colorful  political  and  military  career  in  Tennessee  On  November  1.  1835.  he 
set  out  with  three  friends  to  the  West  to  explore  Texas  In  early  February 
Crockett  arrived  at  San  Antonio  de  Bexar  and  joined  Col  William  B  Travis  at 
the  Alamo  It  was  there  that  he  died  in  1836  at  the  age  of  50  during  the  siege 
of  the  Alamo  The  Texas  Numismatic  Association  logo  is  depicted  on  the 
rev  erse  "

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TREASURE  OF  XERXES 

HUGE  HOARD  OF  SILVER  BURIED  CIRC  A  450  BC 

l/i//  now.  as  he  looked  and  saw  the  whole  Hellespont  covered  with  the 
vessels  of  his  fleet  and  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  Abydos  as  full  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  himself  upon  Ins  good  fortune .  but  after  a  bale  while  lie 
wept  If  is  uncle  I  rtabanus.  who  was  with  him  at  the  time,  asked  about  this  strange 
expression  of  contradictory  feelings  "I  was  thinking.  ''  Xerxes  replied,  "and  a  came 
into  my  mind  how  pitifully  short  human  hfe  is  " 

Herodotus  I  //.  45-46 

This  moment  in  history  described  by  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history  given  the  current  technology.  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1.700.000  men  lor  his 
invasion  of  Greece  in  4X0  BC  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank.  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations.  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  Asia  Minor  In  order  to  move  his  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoenecians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge.  To 
do  this  674  ships  were  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks 
The  planks  were  covered  with  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  very  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world. 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae,  where  the  400  Spartans  led  by  Leonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfully  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare. 
Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
°f  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  navy 
ITe  army  of  the  allied  Greek  citv -states,  led  by  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  his  observations  on  the  brevity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  lile  span  of  the  ancients. 
By  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatly  enhanced  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished.  These  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  are  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have  Now  you  can  expand  your  horizons  to  the  Fifth  Century  BC  with  a  modest 
contribution  to  the  Jonathan  K.  kern  Co.

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This  hoard  of  silver  was  composed  of  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi.  A  single 
siglos  averages  5  55  grams  of  nearly  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  King  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose.  Some  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  as  kneeling  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  very  thick  oblong  planchets.  much  like  silver  bullets,  with  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer.  The  lower  die  was  probably  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  The  lower, 
or  rev  erse  die  of  these  coins,  w  as  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ever  produced  in 
the  world.  This  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  of  mysterious  variations.  The  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  backs  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  King  is 
frequently  off  center  These  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre-weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  ruler 

The  Great  King  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  bow  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  of  Sardeis.  in  Lydia  and  a  bow  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  type  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south  Frequently  they  are  countermarked  with  tiny 
punches  by  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell 
either  type  in  a  nice  fine  grade  for  $.17  each,  a  nice  very  fine  for  $77  each  or  a  nice 
extremely  fine  for  $277  each  Tlte  raised  obverse  always  grades  much  less  than  the  incused 
reverse  so  our  nice  fine  will  usually  have  an  extremely  fine  reverse

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VIGNETTES 

"NOT  JUST  ANOTHER  PRETTY  PICTURE" 

BY  BENNY  BOLIN 


vi'gnette  (vin-yet')  n.  1.  A  decorative  design  placed  at  the  beginning  or  end 
or  along  a  border.  2.  a.  A  short,  usually  descriptive  literary  sketch,  b.  A 
short  scene  or  incident. 

During  the  Civil  War,  both  coins  and  paper  money  were  often  in  short  supply 
in  the  South.  Individual  merchants,  businesses  or  individuals  usually  issued 
what  paper  money  was  available  and  it  was  often  backed  by  nothing  but  the 
good  faith  of  the  issuer.  People  generally  distrusted  paper  money  since  there 
was  no  guarantee  of  sound  backing,  a  problem  not  encountered  with  coins 
made  of  copper,  silver  and  gold.  While  the  people  preferred  coins,  due  their 
short  supply,  in  order  to  carry  on  every  day  commerce,  they  had  to  accept 
banknotes.  Bankers  and  merchants  tried  to  make  their  notes  attractive  and 
instill  in  the  public  a  sense  of  security  as  to  the  soundness  of  the  notes. 
Vignettes  were  added  to  make  the  notes  more  difficult  to  counterfeit  and  to 
show  scenes  familiar  and  safe  to  the  populace  in  an  attempt  to  instill 
security  in  the  notes.  It  was  felt  that  if  the  note  had  a  patriotic  scene  on  it,  it 
would  be  almost  unpatriotic  not  to  accept  the  note.  Likewise,  if  a  local 
scene  was  portrayed,  a  sense  of  pride  compelled  people  to  accept  these 
notes.  Vignettes  can  be  broken  down  into  many  different  classes. 

Famous  People  — Many  famous  people's  faces  were  used  on  banknotes. 
Some  of  the  more  common  were  George  Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson  and 
other  elected  officials  and  war  heroes.  In  South  Carolina,  John  C.  Calhoun 
was  often  used.  Even  though  his  portrait  showed  a  very  firm  and  stern 
individual,  he  was  a  favorite  son  of  the  state.  Not  accepting  a  note  with  his 
portrait  on  it  would  almost  be  heresy.

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Allegorical  Figures  — The  banknote  engravers  thought  that  the  more  elaborate 
their  designs,  the  harder  they  would  be  to  counterfeit.  As  the  talents  of  the 
engravers  increased,  they  began  to  get  more  elaborate  in  their  designs. 
Allegorical  figures  were  used,  as  more  elaborate  designs  were  needed.

State  Symbols  — Symbols  important  to  the  state  were  also  used.  They  were 
an  attempt  to  instill  a  sense  of  patriotism  to  the  notes.  In  South  Carolina, 
the  Palmetto  and  State  seal  were  used  on  many  notes.

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Scenes  Depicting  Local  Life  — Scenes  that  depicted  local  industry/life  or 
symbols  of  the  state  were  also  a  favorite.  In  the  South,  pictures  of  farming, 
farm  life/animals  and  "King  Cotton"  were  also  used.  In  this  same  way, 
scenes  depicting  modes  of  transportation  familiar  to  those  who  would  use 
the  notes  were  also  used.
